Announced by Financier 


in Letter to Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover.

New York, January 17.—(4)—Do- 
nation of $2,500,000 to aid in the ad- 
vancement of aeronautics and avia- 
tion in this country was announced te 
day by Daniel Guggenheim, banker 
and mining man, who gave $500,000 
last year for the establishment of a 
school of aeronautics at New York 
university. 

Mr. Guggenheim in making the an- 
nouncement of his endowment in a 
letter to Herbert Hoover, secretary of 
commerce, said the fund would be 
used in cooperating with Mr. Hoover 
and all agencies of the government 
and the public generally, in promot- 
ing aeronautics. He expressed the de- 
sire. that the fund be restricted to 
civil activities. 

Mr. Hoover was assured that his 
department would be cooperated with 
in “every possible manner,” Mr. 
Guggenheim explained that his action 
in deciding to establish such a fund 
was taken particularly in view of 
President Coolidge’s indorsement of 
the recommendation by the national 
advisory committee for aeronautics 
that a bureau of air navigation be 
established in the department of com-

Bride, general superinfendent of the 
Jeague, struck the keynote when he 
declared : ;

Since its national convention here 
in October, the Anti-Saloon league 
leaders have felt that their hold on 
the churches is slipping.

“The truth is,”’ McBride said, “that 
the fight is not yet won. The wets 
have a $385,000 fund to influence the 
ballot. These facts must be brought 
home to every church member. The 
churches harbor no wet sentiment, 
they are simply too complacent.” 

Complete reports from Sunday’s 
barrage of prohibition oratory through- 
out the land have not yet been re- 
ceived by the general superintendent 
of the league, but, judging from the 
campaign in Chicago, he believes it 
WAS A SUCCESS, 

“We have reawakened the active in- 
terest of the churchman and that was 
the purpose of the ‘minute men’ that 
we sent out,” he said. 

The program of the Anti-Saloon 
league during the present year will 
he three-fold, McBride said ; re-mobiliz- 
ing the forces of the militant prohi- 
hitionists; moulding publie sentiment 
in places where it is not yet crystal- 
lized. and defeating ‘wet’ candidates 
in the congressional elections. 

The league believes attempts to 
modify prohibition in the present con- 
gress will be futile.

“No law can be presented to con- 
gress that affects in any way & de- 
partmental matter before it has been 
submitted to that department and a 
report had thereon. The departments 
and subordinate bureaus have become 
the censors of legislation. 
FEDERAL BUREAUCRACY 
SCORED BY WADSWORTH. 

New York, January 17.—Senator 
James W. Wadsworth, of New York, 
sounded a battle cry against the grad- 
‘ually increasing tendency toward a 
complete bureaucratic government, 
whieh he believes threatens American 
schools with an enervating intellectual 
straightjacket of uniformity. 

In a luncheon speech Wadsworth 
warned against establishment of ~o 
great imperial government in Wash- 
ington overtopping and submerging 
the power of the people themselves in 
their several states and communities. 
Such a condition, he said, would be 
the direct result of the present “‘tre- 
mendous steps toward centralization 
of power in Washington,” if they were 
allowed to continue. 

He forecast “communities, manned 
by an army of bureaucrats, remote, 
often irresponsible, parts of a system 
gaining more and more power from its 
own momentum, and clothed finally 
with the power to regulate the life of 
every person in the republic.” 

Dark Future. 

Supervision, he pointed out, must 
inevitably follow federal aid for the 
scnools and supervision of what must 
be taught in- the schools would be 
bound to follow. Although 48 separate 
educational systems now existed, not 
very different. from each other, Wads- 
iworth said the points of difference 
did not require elimination. 

“We would better have 48 varieties 
replete with the spirit of freedom in 
teaching than to impose a federal 
straightjacket on the whole undertak- 
ing,” he said. 

“Are our communities so backward 
and inecumpetent as to require not 
only the assistance, but the super- 
vision of the federal government in 
educating their children?’ he asked. 
“Have we reached the conclusion that 
the citizen of tomorrow will be a bet- 
ter citizen if.he is educated in ac- 
cordance with stendards set by an im- 
perial government? If we make these 
admissions and we have reached this 
conclusion, then indeed we must be 
ready to abandon mos of our ideals 
as to what is good in tiie building up 
of an enterprising, self-reliant, lib- 
erty-loving citizenship.” ~

Therefore from the standpoint of 
~ Jaw, Sunday is not a religious 
day. 

“But it is the right and the duty 
of the state to seek to promote the 
health, happiness and prosperity of 
the people, and to develop good citi- 
zens. The experience of civilized na- 
tions, and the best scientific evidence 
teaches the economic and moral value 
of a rest day. On this ground, and 
this ‘alone is the state justified in 
making legal such a day. It is for 
this reason that it forbids all unnec- 
essary commercial pursuits. It is 
done for the protection of employees, 
that they may not be compelled to 
work seven days, and even for the 
protection of man 
greed, which might lead him to vio- 
late this wholesome prohibition. 

“There is one other justification 
for Sunday legislation. While the 
state must not coerce the citizen to 
perform any act of religious worship, 
it must see that he is free to express 
his religious convictions, to the extent 
that he does not interfere with the 
rights and welfare of others. On this 
principle the state may well release 
its citizens from the compulsion and

The interpretation which 
they accepted of the purpose and 
usage of the day, was the new inter- 
pretation which Jesus Himself gave 
of the Hebrew Sabbath. ‘The Sab- 
bath was made for man, and not man 
for the Sabbath: so that the Son of 
Man is Lord, even of the Sabbath.’ 


“From the Christian standpoint, we 
all agree that it should be preemi- 
nently a day for religious worship 
and teaching, in the form and manner 
of each man’s convictions. I do not 
see how religion could live a genera- 
tion without such a day of opportun- 
ity. 

“But practically we use, 
worship and teaching, only 
of the day. And we do right. Re- 
ligious worship and meditation, if 
sincerely and earnestly entered into, 
demands attention and concentration, 
which makes a draft upon the wéole 
personality, of mind and body. There 
is a Jimit beyond which distinctly 
religious exercises cannot be _ profit- 
ably carried. More than in any other 
earnest pursuit, in proportion to the 
earnestness and the enthusiasm, there 
is an inevitable and natural reaction. 
That is the meaning and the justifi- 
cation of the usually free afternoons 
of Sunday. .How shall these hours 
be used so as to do good and not to 
do harm? 


“I answer unhesitatingly that -it 
should be a-play time. As a matter 
of fact it is a play time—a play time 
often under the protest and frown 
of the church—but a play time un- 
cared for, unprovided for, and un- 
directed by those who should be most 
deeply interested in the development 
of the charaeter of the people. Just 
as recess time at school should be play 
time, but such play as will send the 
pupils back to their desks stronger 
in body, more alert’in mind, and with 
a better attitude toward their work, 
so should Sunday play time be help- 
ful to the highest spiritual purposes 
of the day.

The effect of 
this discovery on modern archeology 
will be to reopen a wide field of specu- 
lation regarding the pyramids. 

Por dozens of centuries men have 
wendered and made theories about the 
pyramids, And the biggest one, that 
of Cheops, has driven more than one 
scholar crazy by its mysteries. 

It has been identified as an astro- 
nomical observatory, from whose gal- 
leries the ancient priests observed the 
stars. During the last century, an 
Englishman, after working through 
and around it for years, published 
two fat volumes to prove that it could 
not be the work of mortal hands, but 
was a sort of Bible in stone erected by 
divine agency so that future genera- 
tions should solve its riddles and ob- 
tain standards of weights and meas- 
ures, as well as much historical and 
theologieal information. 

Of late years, the Great Pyramid, 
and the others, have been held by most 
scholars to present no mystery at all, 
excepting that people should have 
been such fools as to apply the whole 
resources of a great nation to grati- 
fy the vanity of their kings. The 
pyramids, in the orthodox view, are 
tombs, nothing more. Within their 
concealed passages, in granite sar- 
cophagi some of which still exist, were 
laid the mortal remains of the pha- 
raohs, and all were plundered of their 
treasures and the mummies destroyed 
in remote ages. 

Build Two Pyramids. 


jyears ago. suddenly comes to life as 
of possibiy great value and igpor- 
tance in view of the Harvard-Bos- 
ton expedition’s great discovery. 
Herodotus, the great Greek historian, 
relates many fabulous wonders which 
until our own times were thought 
tremendous lies. But modern scientific 
excavation during the past 50 years 
| has confirmed one after another of 
‘the statements of Herodotus at which 
learlier scholars mocked. 

Story of Herodotus. 
Herodotus visited Egypt about 
BB. C. 440, and like all travelers be- 
‘fore and since was especially inter- 
‘ested in the pyramids, which then 
'stood relatively undamaged. His ac- 
leoount of them was based on what 
jhe saw, and on what the priests told 
‘him. As the funeral temples of 
Senefeu, Cheops, Chephren and the 
rest were still existing, with their at- 
'tendant priests and regular offerings, 
it seems reasonable that some more 
or less accurate tradition might have 
| been handed down to that time. But 
the narrative of Herodotus has al- 
'ways been scouted by modern. his- 
|torians because it is at.variance with 
(what have been assumed to be facts 
isince proved.” These facts may turn 
‘out to have been traps set thousands 
of vears ago by Cheops and the other 
'kings to fool those who were to come 
afier. 

| Herodotus tells how 100,000 men 
(worked for three months annually 
for ten years to build that great 
causeway up which 2,500,000 dressed 
blocks of stone were dragged to build 
the great pyramid. It is assumed that 
the bulk of this work, and the labor 
which Herodotus says lasted 20 years 
j}on the great pyramid itself, was per- 
formed during the Nile inundations, 
‘when the natives could not work’ on 
| the land. He describes how the pyra- 
imid was built, stage by stage, and 
jthen declares that Chephren’s pyramid 
{“has no  subterraneous apartments,

From February 1, 1926, all 
cials, whether of a municipality, 
county, a state, or of the federal gov- 
ernment, shall themselves cease from 
all violation of the laws, state and 
national, and of the constitution of the 
United States.

SAVE THE FORESTS. 


It is estimated bv the state for- 
ester that there were 4,000 forest 
fires in Georgia during 1925 which, 
by the exercise of proper care, 
could have been avoided. 

He further states that these fires 
covered a total area of approxi- 
mately 3,000,000 acres. The direct 
loss in mature and young timber 
was well into the millions. 

The preserving of the timber 
lands of the state is one of the most 
vital duties of the citizen. For on 
the conservation and development 
lof the forests depends almost the 
entire structure of modern. life. 

Without the forests the streams 
would shrink and the rainfall would 
diminish until it would be almost 
impossible to raise a crop on our 
land. Without the forests there 
would be no annual supply of new 
soil to keep rich our wealth-pro- 
ducing earth. 

Without the forests water for the 
great hydro-electric plants would 
largely disappear. Our _ factories 
could not. operate, our electric 
transportation systems would stand 
idje, our homes would lose their 
lights, their heat and the innumer- 
able other manifestations of elec- 
tricity which make living today so 
easy, compared to that of a few 
Years ago. 

Every home in Georgia should 
learn the importance of the forests. 
The subject should be taught in 
every School: Every owner of for- 
est land should not only conserve 
the standing timber, but should at 
all times practice scientific refores- 
tation, so that our wooded areas 
may not be depleted.

CHAPTER XLIII. 
Noted Atlanta Authors. 

e creation of a literary atmos- 
phere about a city of material en- 
deavors and commercial ambitions is 
not a result of design. It develops 
out of intellectual individualism and 
aspirations. But wherever men and 
women of brains congregate theré will 
surely come those efforts of expres- 
sion that wear the garb of literature. 

In the ante-bellum Atlanta, eager 


as a municipality there was only 
sporadic attempts of a true literary 
type. After the war there were 
memories, experiences and _ historian 
impulses that appealed to the genius 
of endowed Atlantans, 

The preservation of war poems sup- 
plied the incentive to first endeavors 
in literary lines. The lyrics of Bar- 
rick were among the most classic and 
popular in the war era and they form- 
ed, perhaps, the first volume issued 
with an Atlantaimprin& They enjoy- 
ed a large sale. Dr. J. Stainback 
Wilson, as good a writer as he was a 
physician, published a brochure his- 
tory of the city. It was informing to 
new comes, but too fragmentary to 


survive beyond a single edition. Sub- 
sequently, in view of the creation of 
the first International Cotton exposi- 
tion and the interest it would excite 
in the credentials of the city to mor 
than local attention, Colonel FE. Y. 
Clarke published his “Illustrated His- 
tory of Atlanta.” It was a deftly 
woven story of the foundation and 
growth of the city up to that date. It 
became a popular instructor of the 
growing-up Atlantans and guidebook 
for the stranger within our gates. It 
is now out of print many years and 
copies of it are treasures in the li- 
braries and homes that pcessess them. 

In 1875 Colonel Jolin ft. Seals, who 
had been long identified with Atlanta 
journalism, founded The Sunny South 
as a distinctly literary weekly. His 
dream was to make it for the south 
what Bonner’s New York Ledger 
then was for the country at large. His 
literary editor. was Mary E. Bryan, 
one of the most cultured and capable 
writers, especially for women readers, 
that the south has ever produced. 
They made it a worthy and popular 
periodical, that was eventually taken 
over by The Constitution and finally 
merged with Uncle Remus’ Magazine. 

In that period Atlanta became the 

int of issue for Professor William 

enry Peck, who was one of the most 
patronized serial romances of the 
country. His work. appeared’ ex- 
eclusively in Bonner’s Ledger and rose 
to the dignity of historic narrative in 
fictional form. He had the rare art 
of draping characters and incidents 
with reliable information of the arts, 
arms, costumes, customs and mode of 
life of the people who created the age 
of chivalry in the romance countries 
of Europe. 

‘ Another romancer, but of a more 
bizarre type, who fashioned his fic- 
tion in Atlanta was Colonel Henry R. 
Shackleford. His vehicle was the 
Street & Smith periodicals that ap- 
pealed to the lovers of “blood and 
thunder” stories, the lurid doings of 
pirates, bandits, western desperadoes 
and canny detectives. He was ri-h in 
knowledge of such characters and 
adept in picturing their adventures so 
as to fascinate the imagination of the 
light-reading hoi polloi. 

In the heavier lines of literature 
Colonel Isaac W. Avery produced an 
illuminating “History of Georgia” 
and an admirable’ biography—‘*The 
Life and Times of Joseph Emerson 
Brown.” ‘These will always be valu- 
able books of reference to students of 
state history and the career of one 
of Georgia’s greatest sons, 

Major Charles W. Hubner is the 
author of several volumes of verse and 
essays that have fixed his name as an 
unfading star in the south’s literary 
firmament. As this is written, his 
cultured brain is yet scintillating. A 
score of names of minor poets, male 
and female, could only be catalogned 
in this story, since most of their con- 
tributions have been contemporaneous 
and fugitive, embalmed only in news- 
paper columns or intimate brochures. 

The major figure in the Atlanta 
literary galaxy is that of Joel Chan- 
dler Harris, whose “Uncle Remus” 
folk-lore stories in negro dialect car- 
ries his name and fame around the 
globe. The stories began as contribu- 
tions out of the day’s work in the 
columns of The Constitution. They 
attracted the interest of keen-eyed 
and cultured editors and became wide- 
ly ¢opied into leading journals of the 
nation. Magazine and book publish- 
ers were attracted by them and “Joe 
Harris,” like Byron, awoke one morn- 
ing to find himself a genuinely famous 
lion in the literary arena of the na- 
tion. When he died the anthology of 
his works was a lengthy one and his 
name had been enrolled by common 
consent as one of the great creative 
artists in American letters. 

Frank Libby Stanton, who has been 
connected with The Constitution for 
over a quarter of a century, is today 
the outstanding popular poet of the 
south. His “Just From Georgia” 
column upon the editorial page is one 
of the fixtures in the American news- 
paper world. It is eagerly looked for 
every day by the readers of the paper 
and by the exchange editors of the 
leading newspapers of America. His 
quaint short poems in the Georgia 
vernacular are copied more extensive- 


try than those of any other living 
writer whose output is not specifically 
syndicated. The lilting lyrics that 
come from his fanciful brain are the 
delight of all lovers of such litera- 
ture; while the more sober poems 
which he frequently fathers have in 
them heart throbs and _ spirituality 
rarely encountered in the newspaper 
pages of this materialistic and frivol- 
ous day. Mr. Stanton is a natural 
poetic genius whose outgivings of 
fancy and sentiment are as sponta- 
neous as the rills that ripple and, 
laugh out of a mountrin stream. 
There is a rich flavor of folk-lore in 
his quips and paragraphs that delight 
everyone familiar with the psychology 
of the native “Cracker” and the old- 
time “darkey.” Because of this quali- 
ty in the literature by Mr. Stanton. 
some have been led to call him “The 
Riley of the South,” but that epithet 
is not just to him. While there is a 
kinship of the genius of Mr. Stanton 
with that of James Whitcomb Riley. 
it is manifest only in certain modes of 
vernacular expression. There is more 
of the divine afflatus in Stanton than 
was in Riley—more of the spirit and 
humanity of Burns—so that we may 
very justly claim that Mr. Stanton is 
to us of the south what “Bobby of 
Ayre” was to Scotland. : 

In the field of history we had in 
1889 from the facile and prolific pen 
of Wallace Putnam Reed a compre- 
hensive history of Atlanta up to that 
date. It is a great mine of details, 
relating to events and personalities 
in the rise and progress of the city 
during the first half_century of its 
career. It was compiled with great 
care and research, and is indispensable 
to any student of the rise and progress 
of our great city. ‘

WHY ARTERIES HARDEN. 


This is the ninth in a series of talks 
about cardiovascular disease, arteri- 
osclerosis, high blood pressure, and 
all that these embrace, and the series 
is going to conti for quite a while, 
so if the reader's biood pressure is 
dangerously high or his arteries quite 
brittle already he had better not wait 
longer, but hurry up and write in 
for an epitome of these talks which 
deals with the question briefiy. One 
contains such information as I can 
give about high blood pressure; the 
other deals rather with hardening of 
the arteries; but neither will be forth- 
coming unless you tell me that your 
doctor has diagnosed either or both 
conditions in your case, for I like te 
go to bed nights with a clear con- 
science. 

In discussing the causes of arteri- 
osclerosis I shall try to take them 
in the order of their ictaens 
accordingly I mention first what I 
consider the most important factor of 


arteriosclerosis, namely, suboxidation. 
_. Suboxidation means insufficient ox- 
idation. Oxidation must be clearly 
distinguished from oxygenation; oxy- 
senation means merely the supply of 
oxygen; oxidation means the chemical 
process by which oxygen combines 
with any substance, and other terms 
for the same process are oxidizing 
and combustion. All life is an oxida- 
tion process, a slow combustion. In 
man this process is technically called 
metabolism. Human life consists in 
the constant burning of fuel (food) 
and tissue substances, that is, combin- 
ing oxygen with them, to produce the 
energy necessary for the beating of 
the heart, the action of the voluntary 
muscles and the functioning of the 
involuntary organs, : 

All right. ‘The free air contains 
ample oxygen for all our needs, about 
one-fifth of the volume of the air be- 
ing pure oxygen. Queer how so many 
of us suffer from an oxygen shortage, 
in fact insidiously sicken and per- 
haps die many years before our time, 
because we fail to get enough oxygen, 
although we swim in a-sea of oxy- 
gen all the time. 

No matter whether one’s breathing 
be deep or shallow, for two minutes 
or all day and night, the amount of 
oxygen one absorbs is just so much, 
and no little pastimes tke deep 
breathing will alter the amount ab- 
sorbed or utilized in a day. As an 
exercise deep breathing is just as good 
in a way and not so good in another 
way as pulling one’s “stomach” or 
more correctly one’s belly up and 
down or in and out for the same 
length of time, and not nearly so good 
as doing the Charleston or just walk- 
ing about for the same length of time. 

The sound, physiological rule for 
intelligent folk is simply thie: Never 
mind your breathing—it is an auto- 
matie function.

South Will Profit By 
Reduced Cotton Acreage 


Editor Constitution: On January 


the Sth there was held a meeting in 
‘Atlanta of the Southern Cotton as- 
sociation, for the purpose of putting 
into motion plans to reduce our cotton 
‘acreage this spring 25 per cent. To 
my mind, this was a very important 
‘meeting, as this acreage reduction is 
a business proposition that concerns 
every cotton planter in the south, also 
‘our bankers and supply merchants. 
‘Those of vou who keep up with the 
New York cotton futures market. will 
| notice that they are now selling our 
1926 cotton crop, October deliveries 
| being sold at present around 18 cents. 
These speculators figure that we will 
‘plant another bumper crop this 
spring. If the cot’ n planter does this 
| we will likely sell the 1926 crop for 
‘much less than 18 cents. The 25 per 
cent reduction is just a business prop- 
osition, and it is up to the cotton 
planters of the south. We can reduce 
one-fourth this spring, and with a 
good season make twelve to thirteen 
million bales and sell it for cirore 
money than we could sell fif.een and 
a half to sixteen million bales. What 
do you think the wise thing for 
us to do? 

At our meeting the Sth of January 
there was a resolution passed by the 
association to call a meeting in every 
cotton-growing state in the south, this 
meeting to be held it the eapital of 
each state, on the 25th of January, 
and at this time work out a= plan 
whereby we can get together on this 
eotton acreage reduction. We know

|to work for nothing or get . fair price 
for our labor. Wages on all publie 
are high. The railroads are 
paying high wages, Common labor is 
getting from thirty cents to one dollar 
'per bour. What can a farmer make 
‘raising cotton at 18 cents a pound, 
tue price that October and December 
futures_are selling at today? At 18 
cents, the average farmer can make 
about 10 cents per heur, counting his 
children in at the same price. 

I do not blame the cotton spinners 
or the cotton speculators for the low 
price of cotton. There is no one to 
blame except the cotton producer. We 
‘can sell a moderately small crop for 
a little above cost of production. We 
‘ean sell a big crop for less than it 
cost to produce it. I want every cot- 
ton planter to look at the acreage re- 
duction from a common-sense, busi- 
ness standpoint and decide for him- 
self whether or not he is willin: to 
cooperate with his neighbor in eut- 
ting his cotton acreage this spring 
one-fourth, and thereby keep the pro- 
duction down to where he can sell his 
cotton a little above the cost of pro- 
duction. It is risky to depend on the 
boll weevil or an unfavorable season 
,to help us to reduce our crop of cot- 
ton. Let us take hold of this ourselves 
by planting one-fourth less acres in 
eotton this spring. If we will do this 
I will guarantee that the speculators 
will stop selling our 1926 crop at 15 
cents, and they will buy back the cot- 
ton they have already sold at 18 cents. 
Just as soon as it is a known fact 
‘cotton acreage has been cut 25 per cent 
you will see the fall months of the 
future market .dvance two to four 
cents per pound.

Have you ever wondered how caves 
happened to be formed in the earth? 

Nature makes them through the use 
of water. 


Some caves are made by the beat- 


ing of waves against cliffs on the 
shores of oceans or large lakes. Where 
waves find weak rock to work upon, 
they are sure to hollow it out and may 
wear the cliff away altogether in the 
course of time. 


A fine example of wave-made cliffs 
is to be found on the northern shore 
of Lake Superior. There over a 
stretch of the coast, waves have long 
been at work hollowing out soft layers 
of sandstone. Where the waves have 
cut, many caves have been formed. 
The shapes of the hollows differ a good 
deal, and people have named the cliffs 
“Picture Rocks.” 

Caves of much the same kind have 
been formed along the coasts. of 
France and Great Britain. Smugglers 
have often used them as hiding-places. 

If you ever enter a cave on the sea- 
shore, be sure that you do not remain 
long inside. When the tide rises, the 
mouth of the cave may be blocked 
up and any persons within may be 
drowned, 

Caves of another kind are formed 
in many places far from the shore of 
a lake or sea. These are the result 
of water which runs beneath the sur-

In the letter the coach points to the 
‘existence of certain conditions which 
seem to have destroyed thorough co- 
operation in matters pertaining to 
the university athletics,” leading him 
to believe “he could not be of the full- 
esi service to the future of athletics 
at Mercer.” 

During the tenure of Coach “Rob- 
bie’ as mentor he has had an influ- 
ence for good on the students at Mer- 
eer and has greatly built up mass 
athletics as part of the university 
requirement. Scores of the students 
as well as players have expressed re- 
gret that “Robbie” would not be back 
with them next year. However, since 
he is going, his presence in the past 
will be felt by those who have come 
in contact with him on the campus.

Indian Herbs 


Used as Greens 


Poison Several 


Olean, N. Y., January 16.—(United 
News.)—The rural hamlet- of Ischua 
is in the throes of a green plague. 

Hardly a-cottage or a farmhouse 
within the village does not house some- 
one who was poisoned with toxic In- 
dian herbs, used ordinarily for strong, 
hot poultices, were served as spinach 
at a community dinner Friday night. 

Two men and a woman are believed 
to be fatally stricken, seven persons 
are violently ill and 34 others are sick 
as a direct result of someone's mis- 
take at an innocent feast of country- 
folk, 

The community dinner was served 
for 54 persons at the home of Harry 
Hillman, eight miles out of Olean on 
the Buffalo road, and the ten who 
escaped the “green plague” are in 
good health only because the medicinal 
plant didn’t taste sufficiently palatable 
for them to eat. The remaining 44 
apparently ate right on, even though 
some may have felt the “spinach” 
wasn’t up to its usual standard, 

All Ischua came to the feast and 
everyene brought contributions of food. 

Hillman, the host, had obtained a 
fresh supply of the poultice herb in 
the afternoon and had taken it to his 
home bundled in a large piece of 
Wwrapping-paper. 

The herb had been sprinkled with 
water to keep it fresh and Hillman 
left it in the big basket in which 
napkins for the dinner had been placed. 

The cooks and others superintending 
the serving of the neighborhood repast 
pulled the poisonous weed from the 
basket along with the napkins. Sup-
